DETAILED ACTION 



1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 5-15, drawn to a composite tube. 
Group II, claim(s) 16-19, drawn to a helically shaped article 
Group IE, claim(s) 20, 22-24, drawn to a method of forming an elongated tube 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the Group I invention is directed to a tubular article 
in which inner and outer walls are connected by ribs to maintain spacing between the walls. The 
Group II invention relates to a helical article wherein some flights of the helix having inner and 
outer bands spaced apart by ribs. The Group III invention relates to a method of forming a 
composite tube having ribs helically disposed between inner and outer walls, and including 
extrusion of the tubes, extrusion of spaced apart ribs and applying a radial twist to the composite 
tube. Thus there is no technical relationship among the inventions involving the same technical 
features which define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a 
whole, makes over the prior art.
